sonmny be exposed to the cold at times
when there is no opportanity to pre-
pare for it, and when there isno chance
to seenre extrn elothing, In such
onses it is only necessary to keep up
deep nnd rapid bresthing. Fill the
laugs o full aspossiblo nt every in-
spiration. If the sir is cold, it
is well to hold & handkerchief lightly
before the nostrils, in order that the
sudden ingress of a largo quantity of
cold air may not injure the Inngs. The
uir shonld bhe drawn in with some
foree, and exhale at onee in the same
way. Do not retain the air, but get
rid of it &8s moon ns possible. Two
seconds is long enongh for filling and
emptying the luogs. DBresthe fast,
almost 1&« panting after violent exer-
cise, but with the utmost caution,
stopping tho iostant suy distress or
noensiooss I8 folt.  Wait o moment,
then bogin ngain, a little more slowly.
Bo steadfasl in the effort to fill the
lungs as full as possible withont straiu-
ing. Within n few moments the blood
will begin to grow warmn, the extremi-
ties will feel the glow, and soon the
ontire surface will be at s comfortable
temperatnre. If ona wakens in the
night with » ‘‘orcepy,” ocold feeling,
this is nn excellont thing to do, and
will restore the eircnlation, and often
produce  desire to aleep.

There is another advantage in deep
breathing that is far too little appre-
cinted. One of the most eminent
medics]l snthorities declares that ons
ean by full, rapid snd free breathi
eliminate almost all disense gemln:j
tondencies from the rystem.
